BY L. E. M’NAIR 


THEME OF SERMON IS THE 
VALUE OF WISDOM 


Rev* McNair Refuned Eight Other 
Invitations In Order to Speak 
At Rollins

Majority of Faeully to lie turn 
The year 1920-21 will open on 
Monday, Sept, 20th, the day of regis¬ 
tration. The majority of the present 
faculty has been re-engaged for the 
coming year. The growing Music De¬ 
partment. will he strengthened by 
two nr more new teachers. The Bus¬ 
iness Department will be reinforced 
by one additional teacher, new cours¬ 
es offered, and important changes 
made which will build up this flour¬ 
ishing department. The Department 
of Romance Languages will bo im¬ 
proved by the addition of two courses 
in Italian given by Madame ltubinn 
Ravi-Brooks, who will also reorganize 
and conduct the courses in French. 
Other additions to the faculty will be 
announced Later. 

First Year Academy Dropped 
The policy of reducing the number 
of years of the Academy and strength¬ 
ening proportionally the college de¬ 
partment proper has been for some¬ 
time under consideration. It has been 
decided by Dr. Ward, Chancellor 
Brooks, and the Executive Commit¬ 
tee of the trustees to drop the first 
year Academy, Beginning then, with 
the college year 1920-21, the second 
year Academy (corresponding with 
the second year high school} will be 
the lowest class of the college prepar¬ 
atory work offered. In this connec¬ 
tion it should be remarked that the 
Winter Park public school adequately 
provides for the first year of high 
school work. Whatever agreements 
arc entered into between the school 
committee and the administration will 
be scrupulously observed. 

Lecture Course Con side red 

A thorough going lecture course 
conducted under the auspices of the 
college in conjunction with the Citi¬ 
zen’s Advisory Committee 1 ’ is being 


considered and the fine beginning 
made this year will he carried out in 
a much larger and more coinprehen„ 
sive way this coming year by bring¬ 
ing to Winter Park lecturers of nat¬ 
ional repute and in this way offering 
unusual cultural opportunities. In this 
connection it should bo said that Miss 
Susan Dyer, head of the Music De¬ 
partment. w T ho has done so much to 
provide for the college and commun¬ 
ity unusual opportunities to hear the 
best things in music, is collaborating 
with Mr. Brooks for the coming year 
to provide our delightful college com¬ 
munity with the best things obtain¬ 
able in musical and dramatic lines. 

Million Dollar Endowment 

The generous response of the many 
winter residents of the college town 
to the appeal of the town committee 
is also significant of many friends 
who are deeply interested in both the 
college and the community and are 
ready to co-operate with the trustees, 
the administration, ami the commun¬ 
ity in putting Rollins on an efficient 
and substantial basis. 

The $40,1)00 and more already sub¬ 
scribed through the activity of this 
committee is strong assurance of the 
final success of the campaign. Scarce¬ 
ly less notable in its significance of 
a fine college spirit on the part of 
the student body and of their confi¬ 
dence in Dr. Ward and the present ad¬ 
ministration is the $ Li ,009 and over 
pledged by the students. It is believ¬ 
ed that there are few colleges of the 
size of Rollins that efin show a simL 
lar record. 

Pine Spirit Between College and Town 

The feeling of solidarity between 
the college and community, always 
strong here, has been manifestly in¬ 
creased during the present year.

Youth are not to be compared to 
man's search for knowledge. People 
expect College graduates to be leaders 
but will not make them leaders un¬ 
less they are of sterling worth. There 
is a big difference between intellectual 
power and moral power. There is the 
same difference between knowledge 
and character. The people will turn 
to the man nr woman who submerges 
personal interests :md turns to the 
right. When out ill life do not ask if 
there is money in a think, ask your¬ 
self if it is right. The dawn of the 
day is coming when people will hon¬ 
or the person who follows the right. 

It is much easier to preach than to 
practice. It requires will power to 
put what one preaches into practice. 
There are two kinds of choice; one ia 
the kind that picks its way and goes 
no farther; the other puts things 
through with determination. 

Knowledge is not always power as 
has often been said. It may In* blast¬ 
ed power and detrimental to the per¬ 
son having it. The Kaiser had plenty 
of knowledge. But it resulted in the 
blasting of his power. The best pow¬ 
er is the sympathy that comes with 
information. A person is not wise un¬ 
til he has taken God into his heart 
and life. He must say and do the 
rest.”

During the year Athletic Director

The largest indoor and field track 
meet ever staged by the American 
Forces in Germany took place at the 
“Y” Athletic Club in Coblenz, be¬ 
tween the American and French Army 
athletes. 

The meet was directed by Captain

REGULATION AND ELIGIBILITY RULES 


RoltmB Continues To IIphold clean 
Athletics 


1 .—The Faculty Committee on Ath¬ 
letics is entrusted with the genera] 
oversight of all field and track ath¬ 
letics and other competitive sports, 
ami is charged with the management 
of the athletic field, tennis courts, 
boats, and boat house. 

The management of intercollegiate 
contests is in the hands of the athletic 
council; but the scheduling of games 
must meet the approval of the Facul¬ 
ty Committee on Athletics. 

3 , —Leave of absence may be grant¬ 
ed by the Dean of the College to foot 
ball, baseball, or other athletic teams 
for the purpose of playing intercol¬ 
legiate match games, such leaves of 
absence not to exceed six {<D days, 
exclusive of Sundays and holidays, 
fur each team in any one season ex 
ci'pt by previous consent of the Presi¬ 
dent and Dean. The Athletic Direc¬ 
tor, or some other person designated 
by him to represent the Faculty, shall 
accompany teams on their trips, his 
expenses on such trips to be paid by 
the Athletic Association. 

4 . —The Athletic Council shall sub¬ 
mit to the Faculty Committee on Ath¬ 
letics a financial statement of each 
department of athletics at the close of 
its season; and un annual financial 
statement of the Athletic Association 
by the first of June each year. 

6 v—Athletic teams shall not have 
contests elsewhere than upon the Col. 
logo grounds with any teams except 
those from other Institutions of learn¬ 
ing. Business details of all games 
played elsewhere than on the home 
grounds shall be arranged and cur¬ 
ried out by the management of the 
teams curl testing. 

ft.—Xu student shall engage in any 
form of athletic contest except with 
the written sanction of the Athletic 
Director, and after thorough physical 
examination by the Athletic Director 
or an assistant acting in his stead 
and by his request, 

7,—No student shall represent this 
College in any branch of intercolle¬ 
giate sport until after he has made 
written application for such permis¬ 
sion to the Faculty Committee on 
Athletics and has received the writ¬ 
ten approval of his application by 
this committee. This approval shall 
be further endorsed by the Dean of 
the College, to the effect that the ap¬ 
plicant is a properly matriculated 
student. At the time the application 
is made the student shall present a 
full statement of his previous athlct

team until his work shall appear from 
further report to be satisfactory. The 
names of the members of the athletic 
team shall be furnished by the Dean 
to the various professors and instruc¬ 
tors. 

10 . —No student shall represent this 
College in any branch of intercolle¬ 
giate sport who is not regularly mat¬ 
riculated. 

11 . —No student shall represent 
I h ia College in any branch of inter¬ 
collegiate sport unless he has been 
matriculated, and has begun his col¬ 
lege work not Inter thnn fifteen (Ifil 
days from the opening of the first 
term, except in the case of a return, 
mg student who is delayed by illness 
or other necessity. 

12. - No student who is recognized 
by the Athletic Council as a member 
of the football team shall be eligible 
for the following football season un¬ 
less lie has remained as a resident 
student for the entire scholastic year, 
or unless he gives to the Faculty 
Committee on Athletics a satisfactory 
reason for his withdrawal. 

13. —No person whose name appears 
in the catalogue as that of an in¬ 
structor, and who receives remunera¬ 
tion for his services as such, ahull bo 
a member of any athletic team repre¬ 
senting this college, 

14. —No student shall represent this 
College in any branch of intercolle¬ 
giate sport, ( 1 ) if he has received, is 
now receiving, or is promised, direct¬ 
ly or indirectly, any financial remun. 
eration for athletic services rendered, 
provided this shall not apply to a 
student who has played baseball on 
an independent team before entering 
this college, ( 2 > or if he is now, or 
has ever been a member, or substi¬ 
tute member of any of the profession¬ 
al or league teams named in classes 
A, B, C or D, in the publication of 
the American Sports Publishing Com¬ 
pany. 

15. —A player who has been de¬ 
clared professional in one branch of 
athletics shall be considered ineligible 
in all branches of athletics.
